Councillors say no to extra houses 


CREWKERNE town councillors have recom¬ 
mended refusal for a housing development of 110 
dwellings, proposed on land opposite the key site 
development now going ahead. 

Councillors Andrea Stuart and Rusty Jackson 
both commented on the number of objections 
which had been lodged by members of the public 
on the South Somerset District Council website 
and agreed that there was no need for additional 
housing in addition to the major development al¬ 
ready in progress. 

Councillor Stuart accused the applicant of “just 
jumping on the band wagon” and Councilor Jack- 
son said there was no infrastructure or need for

more housing. 

Councillor Angie Singleton said the council had 
made it clear during the original presentation by 
the applicant, that the town had sufficient housing 
in the pipeline and even if they were looking for 
further expansion in the future, it should not be 
at that end of the town. She said the application 
appeared “very woolly” and, if nothing else, 
needed a lot more work. 

The planning committee recommended refusal on 
the grounds of insufficient statistical need and not 
being within the Town Plan, lack of infrastructure 


and a loss of agricultural land. 

They also recommended refusal on an application 
for three semi-bungalows at Hilltop on Lyme 
Road. This was a reapplication based on previ¬ 
ous outline permission but the proposed building 
had been changed from bungalows to semi-bun¬ 
galows, meaning development of the roof spaces. 
Local resident Tony Barrett spoke in the public 
form to say that a dormer window in number 
three bungalow would overlook his sitting room 
in Fairfield. 

The council had questioned the original planning 
application which they had recommended be 
changed to only two dwellings. 


Councillor Singleton said: “It annoys me that de¬ 
velopers get permission for outline planning, then 
try to squash in as much as possible. Three bed¬ 
room properties mean more cars and the outline 
planning permission was for three single storeys 
and no use of the roof space.” 

Councillor John Dyke pointed out that the Gov¬ 
ernment had just been drawing attention to the 
lack of single bungalows being built. 

The application was recommended for refusal on 
grounds of overcrowding, lack of privacy and 
concerns over parking. 

The applications will now be discussed by the 
district council planning committee.

Town councillors Angie 
Singleton and Andrea Stu¬ 
art signed up on Monday 
night to join Community 
Pounds, introduced at the 
meeting by Charlie Cow¬ 
ard from South Somerset 
District Council’s leisure 
office. 

Already a success in 
Chard, Community 
Pounds is a project to im¬ 
prove community health 


by offering a weight 
monitoring service and 
discounted healthy activi¬ 
ties to anyone with a body 
mass index of 24 or more, 
from age 16 upwards. 

It is open to people liv¬ 
ing in Crewkerne and the 
surrounding areas; activi¬ 
ties on the scheme will 
only cost £1 and, at the 
end of a four month pe¬ 
riod, the combined 
amount of pounds in 
weight lost by partici¬ 
pants, will be converted 
into the equivalent in 
money for the community 
to use. 


The scheme is being ad¬ 
ministered by Diane But¬ 
ler of A Better Crewkerne 
and District and the 
group will use the money 
raised to put back into 
community projects re¬ 
quested by the public. 

The scheme runs for 
four months but people 
can join at any stage and 
for every person who 
joins, SSDC will give £50 
towards the scheme. 

Health trainers will be in 
the town hall community 
office every Tuesday 
morning to weigh people 
and sign them up.

CHARD Concert Brass will be perform¬ 
ing a free concert at The Guildhall, on 
Saturday September 21st to mark one 
man’s significant contribution to the band.

John began with small instruments such 
as the trumpet and comet at just ten years 
old and he now is one of the heavy 
brigade playing the eb bass - more widely 
known to the uninitiated as the tuba - 
which is almost the biggest and heaviest 
instrument in the band. 

Chard’s band has a long heritage. It was 


founded as a drum and fife band in the

2. Around 1947, a group of local players 
got together to form an independent town 
band - which became Chard Concert 
Brass. 

Today, the band has over 20 adult musi¬ 
cians and some 12 junior members, but 
would welcome more. Tuition is provided 
and anyone who is interested in learning 
an instrument is asked to go along to the 
concert. 

With rent of practice facilities, music, 


uniforms, insurance, instrument mainte¬ 
nance and much more, it costs around 
£4,000 a year to keep the band afloat and 
putting on a concert can be very expen¬ 
sive. So, after 60 years of playing, the hire 
of The Guildhall for the concert on 21st, 
is John’s gift to the band. 

As well as it being a special occasion for 
John, the concert will be the first time that 
all the members of the band will be kitted 
out in smart uniform jackets, thanks to re¬ 
ceiving a grant from the Chard Town 
Council Community Fund.

CHAFFCOMBE Village 
Hall has had a facelift on its 
windows thanks to a grant 
from South Somerset Dis¬ 
trict Council. 

The hall was built in the 
1890s and the original 
window frames had rotted 
at the bottome. 

Local craftsman Lance 
Wallis did an excellent job 
of replacing the wood and 
splicing it in to the older 
part of the frames. In ad¬ 
dition the metal framed 
windows of the kitchen ex¬ 
tension, built during a re¬ 
furbishment project in the 
late 1980s were replaced by 
the more practical uPVC 
frames. There were also 
some repairs made to the 


storeroom at the back of the 
property. 

The total of the project 
came to £3,400 of which 
SSDC paid £1,390 and the 
parish council contributed 
£150 with the rest coming 
from hall funds. 

The village hall is a very 
active venue with Chaf¬ 
fcombe not having a pub 
and is used by local groups 
for meetings and fundrais¬ 
ers and has become a pop¬ 
ular small concert venue as 
it has excellent acoustics. 
In recent years the trustees 
have added new overhead 
heating, a removable stage 
and specialist lighting. 

Next on their list of refur- 
bishments is an upgrade of 
the kitchen,

3. Have all your gas appliances, including boilers, 
gas cookers and gas fires, safety checked every 
year. 

4. Find a Gas Safe registered engineer in your 
area or call the free helpline on 0800 408 5500. 

5. Unsafe gas appliances can put you at risk of 
carbon monoxide poisoning, gas leaks, fires and 
explosions, Recognise the symptoms of carbon 
monoxide poisoning - headaches, dizziness, nau¬ 
sea, breathlessness, collapse and loss of con¬ 
sciousness. 

6. Check gas appliances for warning signs that 
they are not working properly e.g. lazy yellow 
flames instead of crisp blue ones, black marks or 
stains on or around the appliance and too much 
condensation in the room. 


7. Buy an audible carbon monoxide alarm for 
your home and make sure it is located near to your 
gas appliances in accordance with the manufac¬ 
turer’s guidance. Carbon monoxide can leak from 
appliances and kill. 

8. Only use gas appliances for their intended 
purpose e.g. don’t use a gas oven to heat a room 
or use a gas barbeque inside the house.

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Porsche, Turbocharging and the 911 - A brief history 


AT the 1973 IAA Frankfurt motor show, a silver prototype 
on the Porsche stand attracted much attention, not least 
due to its extraordinary appearance. From its engine 
cover extended a distinctive rear spoiler, with air intake 
louvres and edged by a thick rubber lip. Visually, it was 
reminiscent of the 911 Carrera RS 3.0, which had just 
come onto the market, but the badges on the rear wheel 
arches made it clear that this was an entirely different 
model: 'Turbo' was the motif that from that point for¬ 
ward would literally create a new legend in the sports car 
world. 

Hidden beneath the dramatic rear spoiler was technol¬ 
ogy that quickened the pulse of even long-standing 


Porsche owners and enthusiasts: a three-litre flat-six en¬ 
gine with a turbocharger, developing 280 hp, a top 
speed over 160 mph and the supreme performance of a 
pure-bred racing machine. And that is what it essentially 
was, too. 

Inspired by its motorsport programme, engineers at 
Porsche already had been researching ways to increase 
engine power for a number of years. Indeed, in 1969 the 
company built a flat 16-cylinder, 6.0-litre, naturally aspi¬ 
rated 'Can-Am' racing engine which produced 770 hp. 
The engineers calculated that in eventual 7.2-litre form, 
880 hp was possible, but it never raced. In fact, it barely 
even ran in a car for Porsche had another engine on the 


test bench that rendered it instantly obsolete: a tur¬ 
bocharged version of the 5.0-litre 'flat-12' from the 917 
Spyder was already delivering 900 hp; in time, it would 
become one of the most powerful racing engine of all 
time with 1,200 hp. 

And thus, the Porsche relationship with turbocharging 
began. Following two consecutive championship titles 
in America's thrilling, unlimited Can-Am racing series, 
Porsche applied its hard-won turbocharging know-how 
to the 911. The results would change high performance 
road cars forever. 

Coincidentally, a 2.0-litre turbo flat'six'from a 911 had 
been tested on the bench also in 1969, but it was not

until early 1973 that road trials began with a 2.7-litre en¬ 
gine boosted by a single turbocharger. It was in this form 
that the car made its public debut as a 'concept', shown 
at the Frankfurt show in September of that year. Maxi¬ 
mum power was quoted as 280 bhp, with a 160 mph plus 
potential top speed. The body was that of a 3.0 RS, albeit 
with huge 'turbo' graphics emblazoned on the rear 
haunches. Wealthy driving enthusiasts around the world 
clamoured for it, despite the imminent OPEC fuel crisis. 

Undeterred by the pervading political environment in 
the Middle East, Porsche forged ahead with the car's de¬ 
velopment, and when the production car appeared at 
the 1974 Paris motor show the specification had evolved. 
It now featured an engine with a cubic capacity of 3.0- 
litres, enlarged to bolster off-boost performance, with a 
claimed 260 hp at 5,500 rpm and 343 Nm at 4,000 rpm. 
A new, stronger gearbox handled the torque, but fea¬ 
tured only four-speeds, and there was no boost gauge in 
the cockpit: then company boss Ernst Fuhrmann, be¬ 
lieved well-heeled customers would not need to know 
the workings of its star propulsive feature in practice. It 
had cost Porsche $2 million to develop the car into a pro¬ 
duction reality, but the motoring press were dumb¬ 
founded; Britain's Motor magazine called it "The finest 
driving machine you can buy".
